numerical majority which bedevils Arab-Jewish

RECOMMENDATION No. 4 have 
reached the conclusion that the hostility between 
Jews and Arabs and, in particular, the determina-

WHATEVER _ reaction may be called forth. by the 
substance of their recommendations, the members of the 
Anglo-American Committee of Inquiry on Palestine are 
deserving of public gratitude and a warm measure OF praise 
for the exemplary speed with which they have performed 
4 difficult and arduous task, for the evident sincerity and 


humanity which they brought to it, and for the clear and 
‘ stent. striving for objectivity with which they con- 
ducted ther mvestigations. One striking result of the 
diiment search tor the truth is that a host of tacts often 
dismissed by Arab syntpathisers. and anti-Zionists as 
ex-parte propaganda are finally confirmed in the report 


presented by this almost judicial body. It has, as a con- 
‘quence, presented a material opportunity for the 


enlightenment of public opinion here and elsewhere. This, 
in itself. is a service of fio small value to Palestine and to 
the.

Such 
grievous disappointments as the lopping off of Trans- 
jordan from the Homeland, the substitution of the 
“economic absorptive capacity tests” in place of tree 
Jewish immigration, the nihilistic Passfield plans, and the 
utter and brazen breach of faith in the MacDonald White 
Paper—these have taught the Jews to trust no-one but 
themselves. Contemplating this long procession olf set- 
backs and commissions, the advances and retreats, and the 
general zig-zag policies which never straightened into an 
honest-to-goodness pursuit of the Mandatory’s plain 
obligations, and smarting under the miserable results, the 
murder by Hitler of thousands of Jews who might have 
been saved had the Mandatory kept its word, the Jews 
became convinced that only by the setting up of a State 
of their own could their interests be safeguarded. It the 
Committee's proposals for the immigration of 100,000 and 
for the cancelling of the land restrictions are carried out 
immediately and with scrupulous good faith, and if the 
Palestine Administration gives practical evidence that its 
desire is, if not to exhaust itself in assisting, at least not to 
do the same in frustrating the development of the Jewish 
National Home—the Jewish demand for a State may well 
lose some of its urgency. Then it is possible that in the 
light of the policy advocated by the Committee the Jewish 
National Home may. develop peacefully and healthily 
while the Arab political outlook will adjust itself to a 
process from which Arabs in fact cannot fail to benefit. It 
may be that thus a Jewish State may in fact evolve peace- 
fully with the eventual securing of the comradely participa- 
tion of the Palestine Arabs 


But. this fact can never be forgotten. In the absence 
of a true homeland, the essential Jewish problem—the 
scourge of homelessness, the plague of minority status 
wherever Jews reside —will continue to recur, like a haunt- 
ing spectre, the troubler not only of Israel but of all the 
nations threatened tach time, as a consequence, with .a 
cataclysmal relapse into utter barbarism.

RECOMMENDATION No. 8 Various plans 
for large-scale agricultural and industrial develop- 
ment in Palestine have been presented for our con- 
sideration: these projects, if successtully carried 
into effect. could not only greatly enlarge the 
capacity of the country to support an increasing 
population, but also raise the hving standards ol 
Jew and Arab alike.
